Vancouver Islam! is no longer a terra in- 
coijintii in llic old couiilry — more has been 
said and wrilton abont our own colony in 
the past eiglilecn monllia tliaii diiriin; llio 
whole period ol her previoua existence as i 
colony,, and.^wo aro not tuprleed to-fiiiU i 

" noiiced in'miny' ^'f tbe Englisli papers 
thftt , the. postal communications willi 'liis 

■ ooiony ore worse than witli any other part ol 
the known world. Wa feel that iho observ- 
ation is just, and it applies to, our internal 
arrangements (jiito as forcible ma to the 
oceanip postage ; the latter we hope to see 
reitiedied by tlie Bubeiily of n line of English 
8toanier3 direct from ranaina, but in this 
matter wo depend more upon the action ol 
others than our own exertions, /or it aeems 
that the inhabitants of Victoria wilt not take 
any trouble in tho matter. In most towns wo 
should long ore this have had public meet- 
ings on tii8 mntlor and havo brou>;ht agi- 
tation to bear upon it. II' wo are silent in 
the matter hero, how can we expect it lo he 
arranged for us at home ? fortunately others 
than the townspeople of Victoria are inte- 
rested in t is matter, and may, without our 
asking for it, establish this line of postage 
for us i left to ourselves, it peeins we hardly 
Ihiuk it worth while to ask for a boon which 
we might in nil probability receivo by the 
asking— at all events tho oiprossion ol a 
public meeting in favor of it, would givo na 
a lift in the rignt direction. Wc li jpo, how- 
ewr to see the question of postal coinmuni- 
cntion between Victoria and ihu country dis- 
tricts brought before tlio IloiiiC during the 
present .Session. 

The members for the most distant portions 
of the Island that are represented in par! 
ment will bo doing their oonslitucuts the bist 
scrvico that they can hope to porlorm for 
them by inorcasing their lacilitics of obtain 
ing iulelligencc from the capital, arid those 
districts which nro not rcpresenlod will reap 
their share of Iho advantages to be gained 
from improved postal arrangements. The 
express, which now carries on the entire cor- 
respondence between Victoria and the mines 
and which had its origin in private enterprise, 
shows what can he done. Thote is, no doubl, 
that an uiidcrliikins of Ibis nature, in private 
hands, is made sclf-supporling and retnnnera- 
tive, whilst a similar undertaking, in tho 
hnuds of tho Uovcrnmenl Esocutivo would be 
conducted for a long time at a loss. Tho 
nincliinery which is employed by government 
to carry out a work of this nature is too cum 
borsome to be set in motion without a great 
expense, which a private company will take 
care to avoid ; hence, it comes to pass that 
tho mails in British Oolumbin aro carried by 
contract by the proprietor of tho express 
and B3 long as Ibis is the case the post will 

' never be remunuralivo. Parties writing, have 
more confidence in tho express than in the 
government mail, and though tho expense may 
be greater they will rather patronize it. There 
is tio doubt that, notwiths'lnhding we are not 
to be more closely united at present, an ar 
rangenicnt might be rnndo with the sister 
colony for the carriage of mail matter between 
Victoria and tho mines, which would give 
regularity and dispatch at a much cheaper 
rate than is nt present paid. Every country 
is benefitted greatly by cheap rales of postage 
but in this respect these colonies aro, beyond 
doubl, far behind the rest of the world. 

Wis hBVe always. desired as. far as possible 
to place' before bn'r readers an impartial ao- 
ooant of the mining operations, and lo deduce 
as far as possible from v.-bat is going on, some 
sort of basis on which to ground future pros- 
pects. We have at all times avoided painting 
in loo glowing colors the chances of suocessi, 
which wo, in common with all, who desire the 
prosperity of the colony, hopo may be real- 
ised. ]5ut at the present time, when the 
public mind is being disturbed by tho excite- 
ment .•\ttendent upon tho discovery of gold in 
our immediate vicinity, nnd is very apt lo be 
easily swayed by the lightly spoken and un- 
studied opinions of those who have the repu- 
tation of being skilled minors, and who by a 
few thoughtless words in praise or disparage- 
ment of the particular locality nmy iulluonco 
inntorially those who havo started upon pros- 
pecting expeditions, we deem it our duly to 
oautiou our readers, but more espcciuliy those 
who are engaged in prospecting at tlic Douglas 
diggings or who have any intention of 
spending their time in that ocoupiilicn, lo 
disregard as far as possible all strong and 
decided opinions for or against tho diggings. 
As we have already pointed out, it is utterly 
irapoasible that tho gold district can ba thor- 
oughly and efficiently prospected in a few 
days or weeks. There is no doubt whatever 
that gold in greater or less qnantines is to be 
foand, and the great question to decide is 
whether or not it can be discovered in quan- 
litiea sufficient to pay for the working. In 
order to prospect Iho diggings properly ii 
will bo necessary to. sink shafts in several 
'directions and caiefull'y to wash all the dirt, 
in which gold is found to exist, with ipiiek- 
silver, before a fair cstiuiato can be obtained 
of tho probable results. Ihero ncvor was 
gold found in any locality where greater or 
l)Ctler facilities for working offered, nnd ii 
must bo borde in mind that diggings so sit- 
uated olthongh yielding comparatively small 
pay can be worked at a profit, and will aHord 
employment to many who are desirous of ii, 
although largo fortunes may not be realised, 
and it is of rnucli greater importauco to our 
town and colony that work should be given 
to many than that a few should reap largo 
profits. Within the last few days many have 
retarned from the scone of the now diggings, 
and are very ready in expressing their opinion 
that "it is played out," nnd iba veteran 
croakers proclaim lo Iho world how they 
made similar discoveries some years ago with 
a similar result. It is ira possi ble to deprecate 
tho (oily and mischief of such roroarks too 
muob, and : tbey onl^r,- betray the igaoraooe 
and idloooss.'or the lack of peraoverance, ond 
incompetence of those, who, aflcr a mere 
euraory glance at the oporaiions of others, or 
Bomo alight and imperfect work of their own, 
venture to assert opinions which only those 
who havo steadily and perseverlngty pros- 
pected the country are really qualified to olTer. 
Whotover experienoe a miner may have had 
bo has no right to tnisload olhers by his as- 
sumption of being abb, through tho partial 
axarciae of that experienoe, to decide upon 
:the ' prospects of tbe diggings which ho has 
not the energy or pluck to examine ihor- 
onglily for himself. -Men have gone out to 
the DonglfiB diggings who would not stop 
ami work there if iliey could oarn SIO n d&y ^ 
or more ; they have come dowr-, from Cariboo | 
to enjoy themselves and do not want to labor 
any more at presenl, ihoy were content lo go 
nnil dig a hole two or three feet deep and 
then because ihey do not find nuggets as large 
09 pigeons' ogga to come back and pronounjo 
tho whole thing a failure. They would hove 
done tho aame in any case, uuleAS prospects 



hod been so dazzling as to givo them au ax- 
citement powerful enough to compensate lor 
the relaxation that they reqolrci, and which 
they will bare b^forei' they settio down to 
work again. Those who wish to give these 
gohl fields a fair trial, and wc are glad to find 
that there are some such on the ground, will 
steadily pursue their course, not being too 
easily dishenrleued or too readily buoyed up 
by tbe result of their first few weeks' labor. 
These men are well aware that they have work 
before ihcrn ; they did not go out in the ex- 
pectation of " making their pile " in a few 
days, but if Iho gold will pay for working they 
ure certaiD ot'tbeir^re^^rcl; ' those who are 
idling their tiriTo al)ou"t the town now must not 
hope to itep in for an equal share in the ad- 
vantages lo bo reaped from the hard labor 
anil perseverance of the few industrious men 
who aro undergoing tho toil of prospecting, 
when Ihe result of some weeks' digging 
shows a decidedly profitable result, the man 
who has hung back and allowed olhers lo do 
the work at the coinmencemcHt will find il 
too lalo to step in and lake his equal share in 
tho benefit accrtiing from that work. Gold 
mining is certainly lo a great extent a lottery ; 
but v;here there is nn undoubted presenoo of 
gold, and tbe question is only as to qjianlity 
and locality, it is those who' iiro first^in the 
field and who sirive tbe hardest that will, and 
deservedly so, obtain the prizes.

There is a great deal of distress amongst 
lha poorer clas.ses in the City of .Mo.vico, and 
instead of the French eatablisliing a govern- 
iiiotii ol equality, it is now looked upon as u 
reign of teiror. They have a whipping post 
eroded at the barracks, and for tho in.iEt 
trivial oU'onoes persons were daily brought 
up and Hogged. Tho whipping uf .Senor 
Uobalu, ( will) has since died from the hIIccIs 
of the punislimont,) and aUu the whipping of 
tho wife of Seitor RuDio, are confirmed. The 
causes given for tho lust nulrage are, that she 
had refused to give up her house to some of 
Gen. Forey's ollicors. It was also reported 
that a young laily hud likewise been hl'II- 
taueed to bo whipped for a Hiiuilar olleiice, 
and that while they were atleinpting lo tie 
her tu the alako she drew a poignard and 
•tabbed one of the.pbldiers. Since that time 
nothing had been heard ol bcr, and Ihe sup- 
position was that sho had bean made away 
with. The popular feeling against whipping
